STATISTICAL REPORTS OF MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY, STATES 
AND CITIES OP THE UNITED STATES (Utttatnilated) 

Connecticut — Stamford. — Month of December, 1910. Popula- 
tion, 26,000. Total number of deaths from all causes not reported. 
Cases reported: Typhoid fever 3, measles 46, scarlet fever 2. 

Florida. — Week ended December 31, 1910. Reports from the 
State Board of Health show typhoid fever present in 2 localities (Pen- 
sacola and Tampa) with 7 cases, smallpox in 7 counties (Dade, Hills- 
borough, Jackson, Leon, Madison, Polk, and Walton) with 49 cases, 
diphtheria in 7 localities with 8 cases, malaria in 3 localities (Tampa, 
Plant City, Ybor City) with 17 cases, tuberculosis in 4 localities with 
6 cases. 

Indiana — Muncie. — Month of December, 1910. Population, 
24,005. Total number of deaths from all causes 24, including tuber- 
culosis 4. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 5, measles 2, scarlet fever 
12, diphtheria 2. 

Michigan.— Month of November, 1910. Population, 2,810,173. 
Total number of deaths from all causes 3,057, including typhoid fever 
80, smallpox 53, measles 8, scarlet fever 24, diphtheria 55, tuberculo- 
sis 189. Cases reported: Typhoid fever 270 in 105 localities, small- 
pox 321 in 57 localities, measles 397 in 21 localities, scarlet fever 439 
in 94 localities, diphtheria 295 in 60 localities, tuberculosis 108 cases.
